Shimizu and Kumagra* are 
just now located in India and 
America respectively ; and while 
the former amply de ‘monstrated 
his-calibre at Wimbledon, no 
Tess an authority than «the 
world’s champion, Tilden, is 
stated to havo declared 
Kumagae to be in a clats above 
Sbimidzo.

With her best pitchers absent 
China was not expected to ac- 
complish much at bareball, and 
was, in fact, heavily defeated by 
Japan and the, Philippines in 
turn; but the “sons of Han” 
came into their own at basket- 
ball, volley-ball, and football. At 
basket-ball North China defeated 
the Filipines, who had vanquish- 
ed the Japanese. China also 
scored a Victory over the Japan- 
ese, the scoring being close— 
32-29. 

In the volley-ball competition, 
at which. Chiua bas usually 
excelled, the Chinesa competitors, 
like those from the Phi ippines, 
defeated the Javanese candidates.

Mr. Speaker Lowther possessed 
that quality in a high degree. 
He managed the House of Com- 
mons with remarkable success, 
and, what is more, almost made 
a joke of the task, so easy and 
genial was the way be always 
set about it. .How often did his 
wit and hamcur temper and 
soften the asperities of party 
conflict * 

No one was more ticked and 
elated by his jests than the mem- 
bers who provoked them. In 
the session of 1918 charges by 
General Maarice again+t Minis- 
ters of having made misstate- 
ments in regard to the strength 

of the Army on the Western 
Front led to angry discussions. 

“ The people are'sick to death 
of the way things are going on,” 
exclaimed, 3it Hedworth Meox, 
in the course of a passionate ont- 
burst at question time. His 
declamation was cut short by the 
Speaker, who pointed out that he 
was entitled to ask & question, 
butnot to deliver a Hyde Park 
oration. Sir Hedworth Meux 
joined m the laughter with which 
the rebuke was greeted and the 
temperature of the House fell to 
nornfal.

-On another occasion a member 
made a statement which turned 
out to baincorrect, It wax sug-

AN UNCENSORED CENSOR,

The Press and the General Staff 


“My publisher assures me that, 
war books are a drug in the 
market.” Mr. Naville Lytton 
avows at thd beginning of “The 
Press and the- General Staff” 
(Collins, 15s net) “I mean to 
have my say.” he goes on, and 
he has it with: incisiveness, 
bomour, ‘and a freedom of 
criticism likely to put some noses 
aut of joint. says the Tires 
reviewer, Mr. Lytton saw some- 
thing of real fighting and the 
real fighting men before he ac- 
cepted the post which ultimately 
widened into the control of all 
the Presa units attached to the 
British Armies in France. He 
had served ay a regimental officer, 
organized snipers, done intel- 
Higence work, and been wounded. 
From these experiences he 
learned the wickedness of writing 
about modern war as though it 
were “a bank holiday,” and in al! 
his task of censorship and Press- 
guidance he kept in view the 
necessity of describing events 
‘in. a trutbful ead simple man-, 
oer that will give no offences to 
the fighters themselves.” It is 
his sympathy for the men who 
pay for blundars and obstinacies 
behind the line that makes him 
so moercildss in scourging the 
errors of highly-placed officers 
and politicians. These attacks 
may sometimes be in bad taste, 
but they are inspired in the main 
by ‘love and admiration for the 
soldier. The author writes :— 

” How often did this war prove 
that men .whom I bad despised 
were possessed of qualities that I 
would have given my soul to 
possess. One of the things that 
astonished me most was to find 
out the types of mén who were 
most brave; the drunkards, the 
rakes, the dandies were a long 
way first—the high-minded re- 
ligioas people of strong principles 
were often good diers, but’ not 
often good fighters—the orderly, 
well disciplined. obedient. types 
were more often than not quite 
useless in the face of the enemy. 
I. was once discussing tha psy- 
chology of bravery with Sem, the 
French caricaturist, and [ was 
telling bim how extremely gallant 
were the dandies and tho fops, 
aod he made this wise answer. 
Apres taout—le courcge—v'est une 
elegance.

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THE “ HAIG INTERVIEW.” 

The author had not long takea 
up bis Press work when an un- 
fortunate episode occurred, which 
roight (he thinks) have ruined not 
only him but « much greater man. 
He had secured an interview with 
Lord Haig for the French corres- 
pondents, but though the reports 
of it read well in the French 
papers the translations in Eng- 
[and (a5 will be romoembered) 
gare an unhappy impression of 
vaunting language, Mr. Lytton 
bad to come to London and offered 
explanations to a very angry War 
Cabinet. Things looked ugly, 
and on reviewing the whole busi- 
ness today Mr. Lytton asks:— 
“What would . have happenet 
if Lord Nortbeliffe bad not 
opheld Haig? [no mys opinion, 
Haig would have gone.” The 
English Commandet-in-Chief is 
one of Mr. Lytton’s heroas; he 
considers that for the disaster of 
March 21, 1918, the Prime 
SMinister had a large share of 
tespoasiblility, since he insisted, 
in tace of Lord Haig’s protests 
(so .Mr. Lytton avers), on the 
British line's baing extended, and 
at the sama time kept large 
numbers of reinforcements in 
Englavl. Nor has Lord Haig, 
in Mr. Lytton’s opinion, received 
the cretit dua to him for his 
brillias: aod original use of 

“conceantric’’ advances‘in the 
fine! German defeats of thar 
year. . 

Ose of . Mr. Lytton’s most 
curivus views is that, of thé 
Enzi sh and German Armies, it 
was the English that was most 
band.cipped by rigid and pedantic 
rules of discipline in circumst- 
ance when more alastic methods 
were required. He seems to 
think the colonialsystem yielded 
altogether superior results. Thus 
in- describing some Australian 
gunners, he writes :— 

A glance was sufficien: toshow 
that their discipline was entirely 
different to our own; they were 
much dirtier, and their heir was 
almost as long as the hair of Red 
Indians. 

Yot Mr. Churchih, in the 
author's opinion, was, from the 
Army's point of view, a “first- 
rate Minister of Munitions, and 
rendered incalculable service to 
his country.” .As for questions 
of relative courage,; which of 
these two wag braver. They had 
loose lithe bodies and expressions 
of extreme cruelty, suck as you 
sae on the faces of birds of prey ; 
they never trouble! about salut. 
ing, and they called me “ mate” 
whenever I spoke to any one of 
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them; they seemed to me fright- 
tully efficient, and never required 
an order of any kind, everyon? 
knew just exactly what todo.” 
In 1917 Mr. Lytton had « frank 
interview with Mr. Churchill :— 
‘As we were motoring towards 
the front he asked me if I did not 
think is was very courageous of 
Lloyd George to bring him back 
into power after the Gallipoli 
affairs. I answered that I thought 
he.was the courageous one in dar- 
ing to show his face in public 
after all the mistakes that he bed 
made.”

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A SERIOUS BUSINESS. 


Being so dependent as we are on abbreviated cables 
for our news it is but natural that we should remain large- 
ly in ignorance of the seriousness of the cual strike at 
Home. but one cannot have read the newspapers arriving 
by the last mail without realising that for the pas} two 
months. the people of Britain have been living through one 
of the greatest industrial and social crises of the decade. 
Reuter vives but half the truth and that generally favonr- 
ing the Government's attitude, We little realise that there 
has been no coal available fer dumestic purposes, that 
many works and industries employing thousands of men 
have been either closed down or put on short time, that 
travelling services have Leen seriously curtailed. and that 
the pourer classes have sullered great hardships. We. only 
get the academic prs and rons of the dispute between the 
Ininers and the owners and the Government's. failure to 

_ bring about a settlément. Yesterday's cables dealt with 

_ that subject. but there is a significant meaning in the fact 
that the Government las seen fit to extend its emergency 

. powers. Those powers are indeed wide and would indicate 
that the Government ts determined not to give’way on the 

~ attitude it has adoptecl towards the miners. but 1g prepar- 
ing tu fight the matter vut toa finish. an 

And in view of that, Reuter’s later cuble. telling that 
in spite of resolutions being passed by miners against the 
Government there are unmistakable signs that the end of 
the struyule is approaching. would seem to be a little 
‘over-optimnistiv. The use of oil instead of cual will 
not settle the dispute no matter how ‘rudely 
awakenetl” the miners might be. Coal is still an 
indispensible cuimmodity and the svoner that is realised 
the better. The miners have claimed that the Governinent 
bas ranged itself on the side of “profit” as against 
“aages and one has to-confess that the Government's 
attitude has. at times. given-the colour of truth to that 
statement. We are not” claiming that the ininers are 
entirely right, but we recognise that the Government's 
consistent support of the owners is not calculated to 
quicken the arrival of peace. There has been a display of 
stubbornness on both sides aud the costliness of that stub- 
bornness to the nation. both in the way of immediate and 
future trade, will run into many millions sterling.

Shanghai's Rice Troubles. - 


There are symptions of a 
recrudescence of Shanghai's rice 
troubles. [t was hoped ‘that the 
recent formulation of regulations 
by the Municipal Council would 
tend to provide sufficient powers 
to prevent hoarding or pronteer- 
ing. The maximum fixed by the 
Municipal authorities, with the 
co-operation of the Rice Guilds, 
was $11 per picul, but within a 
day or two the commodity wag 
being sold at $12.50, and it is 
feared that unless drastic steps 
are taken the price.may even 
reach $16, as it did last year. 
During the alleged shortage 
which gave 30 much trouble on 
that occasion tha autborities 
were put to some. difficulty 
vin ascertaining exactly what 
stocks of meo there were 
in Shaoghai. It was done, bow- 
ever, and the figures proved that 
thera wers tindoubtedly huge 
stocxs in Shanghai, which com- 
pletely belied the story of 
shortage of supplies. By licens- 
iog both wholesale and retail rice 
merchants, forcing them to keep 
records of their stocks open to 
inspection by the Police, and 
securing obedience to regulations 
directed against the corner.ng of 
the supplies of the grain,.the 
Council seemed to have establish- 
ed means of protectingtheChinese 
residents against the rapacity of 
the individuals dealing in astaple 
recessity. Notwithstanding this, 
an exorbitant price is azain 
threatened. It looks as if still 
more stringent regulations are 
nezced. 


A Sino-Japanese Loan. 
One of the first acts of the re- 


prietors. 


constructed Chinese Cabinet has 
been to conclude a loan of 
Yiv,000,000 with Japanese repre- 
sentatives. “ Loan” is the name 
given to the transaction, but see- 
mingly this does not mean that 
China will handle apy money. 
The sum is, in fact, simply 
mean to defray interest on the 
Nishihara advances. This gives 
Japan a further hold on the 
republic's railways. The deal 
is called the Kirin-Huining 
railway agreement, and as Mr.

This plan is now under 
consideration and will shortly be 
bronght before the Municipal 
Executive Council.
